Henry Ford, great industrialist, has 


long preached tne moving of tactoncs 
out ol the great cities into smaller 
ones, where lactory workers might 
cultivate their own gardens. 


We smile at Henry Ford—who sent 


a peace-ship to Europe, who attacked 
the Jews, and who defended Hoover 
when alt the country wanted Roose- 
velt. 


But there is truth in what he be- 


lieves. 


Any man knows that, who ever has 


looked about him and seen houses 
jammed up against one another in a 
small city, just as though this real 
estate had New York prices on it. No 
room for gardens—although small-city 
civilization really calls for gardens. 


Metropolitan dwellers arc 
wiser. 


Fleeing from the canyon-depths of a 
New York and a Chicago, they have 
made their suburban 'istricts small 
cities of gardened homes. 


Repeal lost in Hcmpstcad 
county by a margin of 102 
votes, the official canvass by 
the County Election Board 
late Friday showed 841 for 
repeal and 943 against repeal. 


The complete unofficial retuins had 


given the ant i-repta lists a lead of 145 
votes, showing them polling over 54 
per cent of the vote. The official tab- 
ulation gives them 52.85 per cent. 


Absentee Vote 


The anti-repeal lead was cut down 


by corrections and by the absentee 
vote. Absentees voted 11 for repeal, 
and 6 against repeal. 


The official vote for chief justice of 


the Arkansas Supreme Court, which 
never was completed on the unofficial 
returns, showed:

The absentee vote gave Johnson 11

The total vote on the federal prohi- 


bition referendum was 1,784, approxi- 
mately 62 per cent of the 1933 poll tax

state prohibition laws was maintained

Oregon thus became the 20th state 


to ratify the amendment repealing the 


,18th amendment. 


Early Report for Repeal 


PORTLAND, Ore.—(#»)—A definite 


trend toward repeal of the Eighteenth 
amendment was apparent in Oregon 
Friday night as the first incomplete 
returns of Friday's special election 
were tabulated. 


Keports from 293 out of 4,787 pre- 


cincts, including 94 from Multnomah 
county (Portland.) gave: For repeal, 
21,169; against repeal, 14,419. 


The vote on state repeal was yes, 


20,939; no, 14,308. 


Wet leaders forecast Oregon would 


become the 20th state to approve the 
proposal for repeal. 


Election officials estimated that con- 


siderably less than half of the 444,009 
registered voters exercised their fran- 
chise.

Fraud Charged by 
Drys in Tennessee 


Repeal Majority of 8,840 


in State, But 30,000 


in Memphis 


NASHVILLE, Tenn—(#>)—While rc- 


pcalists Friday night clung to their 
slim margin of victory in Tennessee's 
prohibition referendum of Thursday, 
the 
dry's 
state 
chairman 
hurled 


charges of fraud and announced that 
a contest of the election was under 
consideration. 


Tabulations Friday night showed: 
For repeal 124,922, 
against repeal 


116,082, a repeal majority of 8,840. 


Returns were in from 2,091 of the 


2,232 precincts, the missing boxes be- 
ing small and widely scattered. 


Dr. John F. Baggett, charging that 


the "grossest possible fraud" occurred 
in the two largest cities, which togeth- 
er rolled up a majority of almost 
40,000 for repealsts, said "We have the 
city machines of Nashville and Mem- 
phis to thank for the very narrow 
margin which the wets are claiming." 


He saw a possibility of the official 


figures overturning the lead rcpealists 
piled up in unofficial returns and said 
"all 
right-thinking people, regardless 


of whether they were for or against 
repeal, know we deserve and have 
won." 


Alluding to the more than 30,000 re- 


peal majority in Memphis, Dr. Bug- 
gctt said "it is difficult to explain why 
the Memphis machine should have 
been generous enough to give us 2,001 
votes," when "by the methods they 
were using in the election, they might 
have given us one vote and eliminated 
the 2,000."

duction of friendliness, kindness and 
neighborliness," G. T. Cross told an 
assemblage at the schoolhouse in Em- 
met Friday night. 


The occasion was the good-will visit 


of the Kiwanis club to that communi- 
ty, when 21 members of the club, and 
invited guests, entertained the people 
of Emmet. 


Continuing his talk on "Good Citi- 


zenship," Mr. Cross said: 


"The supply of these splendid qual- 


ifications always holds out, and their 
use continues to pay dividends. We 
can't always be first, we must re- 
member, but we can try. We are re- 
minded that George Washington was 
'First in war, first in peace, and first 
in the hearts of his countrymen.' But 
we notice he married a widow." 


"The really good citizen has the aim 


of a useful, beneficial and happy life, 
rather than the sole aim of making a 
living," Mr. Cross said. "A good citi- 
zen is an optimist, whereas a pessimist, 
if given the choice of two evils, would 
grab both of them." 


"This is the dawn of a new day in 


governmental affairs," said W. S. At- 
kins, another featured speaker. "Some- 
thing has gone wrong with the ma- 
chinery of our government, for most 
all of us in this section are in about 
the same fix—we are all broke." 


Mr. Atkins told of a negro who had 


found a silver dollar. While display- 
ing his lucky find another negro ask- 
ed, "What does that wording on the 
dollar mean, E Flunbus Unum?" The 
second negro answered, 'My God, My 
God, 
why hasi thuu forsaken me?' " 


"The question before us all today," 


Mr. Atkins continued, "Is what can 
we do to better conditions, to speed 
tlie new day'.'" It is impossible to se- 
cure the maximum benefits of our 
form of government unless a majority 
of our citizens discharge the responsi- 
bilities of their citizenship. We have 
been satisfied to let a few 
do our 


thinking for us. But the time has 
come when we, as citizens, are willing 
to labor for our rights."

Owners 
Loan corporation, 


federal agency which is re- 
financing mortgaged city res- 
idential property, applications 
must be filed with August B.

city -hall. 


Mr. Clark is Mayor of the Arkansas- 


side city. 


The procedure as explained to The 


Star is this: 


When an application is filed with 


Mr. Clark in Texarkana he sends it 
hack to Hope where Roy Anderson, 
insurance man, appraises the property. 
If the appraisal is satisfactory to Mr. 
Clark it is again returned to Hope 
for perusal of title by L. F. Monroe, 
the corporation's local attorney. After 
this procedure the refinancing may .be- 
gin. 


Original applications must be filed 


with Mr. Clark, and not with Mr. 
Anderson or Mr. Monroe, The Star 


Mil wee's Explanation 
'" 


An explanation of the provisions of 


the home owners loan act of 1933 has 
been given by R. Frank Milwee, state 
manager, with offices at Little Rock. 


"The law provides for relief in four 


special types of cases," Mr. Milwee 
said. "The first class of cases com- 
prises the refinancing of home mort- 
gages which were in existence prior 
to the passage of the act June 13, 1933. 


"In this classification, the corpora- 


tion is authorized to pay taxes in cash 
and to pay in cash for necessary re 
pairs and maintenance and for the in- 
cidental expenses of the refinancing 
and to take up the existing mortgage 
notes, including subsequent mortgages 
as well as first mortgages and also 
judgements and other 
liens on the 


property, by issuing to the holders of 
such mortgages and other liens the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation 4 per 
cent tax exempt bonds. 


"The total of the cash advanced and 


the bonds issued must not exceed 80 
per cent of the present-day appraised 
value and in no event must exceed 
$14,000. The rate of interest to the 
home owner in this type of case will 
be fice per cent. 


"Of course, it is necessary for the 


holders of the liens to be willing to 
exchange their liens for Home Own- 
ers Loan Corporation bonds in order 
to effect this refinancing. Obviously, 
the government cannot by any law 
compel lien holders to make this ex- 
change, but it hoped and believed that 
in all worthy cases the lien holders 
will patriotically co-operate in this 
worthy movement. 


Second Classification 


"In the second class of cases, where 


the holder of the lien is unwilling to 
exchange his mortgage notes or other 
liens for the tax exempt corporation 
bonds, and where the homo owner 
cannot obtain the necessary loan from 
ordinary lending agencies, the corpor- 
ation is authorized to pay off existing 
loans, in cash, 
provided 
that the 


amount required to do so, including 
the amount required for taxes, neces- 
sary repairs and expenses incidental 
to the transaction, does not aggregate 
more than 40 per cent of the present- 
day appraised value of the property. 
The rate of interest to the home owner 
in this type of case will be 6 per cent. 


"In the third class of cases, where 


the property has been foreclosed with- 
in two years prior to the refinancing 
by the corporation, the law authorizes 
the corporation to pay taxes, necessary 
repairs and maintenance, and inci- 
dental expenses in cash and to issue 
its bonds to redeem the home for the 
benefit of the former home owner, 
with the proviso that the aggregate 
of the cash advanced and the bonds is- 
sued may not exceed 80 per cent of 
the present-day appraisal value, and 
may in no case exceed an aggregate 
of ?14,000. The rate of interest to the 
home owner in this type of case will 
be five per cent. 


"Obviously, 
this 
redemption 
of 


homes requires not only the appli- 
cation of the former home owner, but 
also tlie consent of the present owner 
of the property. It is hoped and be- 
lieved that a great deal of relief can 
be afforded in this particular type of 
case, 
where 
mortgage 
companies, 


banks and individual note holders 
have been compelled to buy in ihe 
property themselves when put up at 
a foreclosure sale, and where they

lifelike characterizations and dialogue, 
it is an authentic slice of life—and 
somehow 'it adds up to nothing at all.

would now be glad indeed to transfer 
the property back to the home owner 
in exchange for these Home Owners 
Loan Corporation bonds. 


"The last type of case is where 


property is not encumbered by a 
mortgage, but where the home owner 
needs relief for the payment of taxes 
and necessary repairs and maintenance 
of his property. In such cases the 
corporation is authorized to make 
loans in cash, up to but not exceed- 
ing 50 per cent of the present-day ap- 
praised value, and of course in no 
event can such loans exceed $14,000. 
The rate of interest to the home owner 
in this type of case will be 5 per cent. 


Corporation Becomes Creditor 


"When any types of relief has been 


extended, the home owner is relieved 
of his indebtedness to the lien holders 
and becomes indebted to the corpora- 
tion for the amount of bonds issued 
and'cash* advanced by'the corporation. 


"His repayment is to be amortized 


o nthe basis of monthly payments in 
an amount sufficient to pay off the 
entire 
indebtedness, both principal 


and interest, in a period not exceed- 
ing 15 years. It is estimated 
that 


these monthly payments will average 
approximately $8 per ?1,000 per month. 


"Payments may be made quarterly, 


semi-annually or annually instead of 
monthly wherever 
the 
corporation 


finds that the situation of the home 
owner requires it.

"No payment of principal will be 


necessarily required during the furs 
three years after the passage of th 
act if the home owner is not otherwise 
in default. Furthermore, the law pro- 
vides that any time during the lit 
of the loan, an extension of time ma 
be granted but the total of all exten 
sions may" not exceed an aggregate o 
more than three years. 


Appraisal Difficult Problem 


"The matter of appraisel is a diffi 


cult problem on account of the chao- 
tic condition of the country with ref 
erence to values.- It is the purpose o 
the corporation in making appraisal 
to arrive at the fair worth of th 
property. The appraised value, there 
fore, means the fair worth of th 
property or the present-day reasonabl 
value of the property. The fair wort! 
of the property is not necessarily th 
technical market value. 


"In arriving at its appraisal, th 


corporation will consider: (1) Th 
market value at the time of the ap 
praisal; (2) the cost of a similar lo 
at the time of the appraisal, plus thi 
reproduction cost of the building, les 
depreciation; ,(3) the value of the 
premises, arrived .at by capitalizing 
the monthly reasonable rental valui 
value of the premises over a perioc 
of the past 10 years. These three ele- 
ments will be added together, and then 
divided by three in order to arrive ai 
the appraisal of the corporation. 


"To illustrate let. us suppose that a 


typical American home in 1928 wa: 
reasonably worth $10,000; and there 
fore at that time, when there was a

had a market value of $10,000. Now 
let us assume that on account of the 
depression the present market value 
of his home has dropped to $6,000. 
Further assume that the present cost 
of a similar lot, plus the reproduction 
cost of the house, less depreciation, 
gives us a value of $6,600. Further as- 
sume that this home had a rental 
value of $100 a' month 10 years ago, 
but now has a rental value of only $50 
per month, and that the average rental 
value during the past 10 years has 
been $75 per month. By cabitalizing 
this average rental value on the cus- 
tomary basis we would value the 
home at $7,500. 


"Now let us add together the three 


respective values as above, namely—' 
$6,000 for present market value, $6,600 
for reproduction value, and $7,500 for 
capitalized 
rental value. Thus we 


would have an aggregate of $20,100. 
Dividing this aggregate by three we 
have a net result of $6,700. Conse- 
quently, on this basis, the present 
appraised value of the home, as fixed 
by the corporation, would be $6,700. 
(The foregoing is given simply as an 
illustration of the method underlying 
the appraisals of the corporation). 


"In each county and city an honor- 


ary advisory committee' composed of 
citizens of the highest type will be ap- 
pointed to serve without any financial 
remuneration and to try to enlist the 
co-operation of all concerned for the 
successful operation of the law."
